textile mill. From Greenville we mov- 
ed norlh to Spartanburg, S. C., and 
to Gaslonia, in North Carolina, both 
being cotton mill towns. We saw the 
industrial and banking city of Char- 
lotte; we spent a whole day in High 
Point, N. C., the furniture capital 
of the South—and we came oul of the 
Piedmont region through Winston- 
Saleni, famous for its tobacco factor- 
ies. 


Through all the Piedmont country 


we heard Ihis one story constantly 
reiterated: That the- Carolinas—par- 
ticularly North Carolina— owed their 
industrial growth to the early develop- 
ment of hydro-power on the streams 
which flowed down the mountain- 
slopes to the sea. 


We who live in this section have 


never 
forgotten 
how similar Ark- 


ansas is to the geography of the Pied- 
mont section of the Carolinns. From 
where I write this it is scarcely 50 
miles to the foothills of the moun- 
tains. Hope and all the other towns 
and cities of interior Arkansas live 
between the mountains and the level 
plains loading to Ihc sea. 


All this suggests the possibility (if

region—darning up the rivers and 
providing 
the 
cheapest 
industrial 


power available anywhere in the na- 
tion.

Possibly you know the effort that 


Mr. Washburn and 1 have made in tln.

GXn- ef- 
forts have been of no avail in the past 
but it seems now that the hammering 
we have done, which began in the 193S 
session of the Legislature, is ubou 
to btxar fruit. 


I was talking with Major Pat Harm 


this morning and he confirms the re- 
port in Ihe Hope press that Hope is 
next in line for an Armory to be buil 
by the Stale with WPA uid. He men- 
tioned to me the necessity of our im- 
mediately working on the proposition 
of furnishing a sile for the armory. 


It had been my idea, und in lhi.s 


Mr. Washburn and Mr. Bowen of Iht 
Chamber of Commerce, together wilh 
Captain Duffcy of the National Guard 
unit, that the Armory should be built 
on the block owned by the county 
west of the courlhouse. This would 
necessitate the county deeding the 
propcrl yto Ihe State and the removal 
therefrom ultimately of the sewing 
room building which is now there.

On this subject, ho 
repeated previous assertions that he 
did not want his program put into ef-t 
feet until the people had an oppor- 
tunity to approve or disapprove it, 
but added: 


"The people of Arkansas have al- 


ready, in effect, approved by a large 
majority the principles in the pro- 
posed measure, for it follows faithful- 
ly the essentials of my pledge to the 
people in the campaign of last sum- 
mer. 


"Therefore I unreservedly recom- 


mend your approvaf~~bf the measure 
without undue delay," 


On Education 


He urged the legislature to "fol- 


low the lead" of his advisory conunis-.'; 
sion on education in writing a new 
school program but asked that "cer- 
tain controversial matters—such as 
consolidation of school districts be left 
to a vote of the people affected. He 
specifically asked for reorganization 
of the Board of Education, Textbook 
Commission and Board of Trustees of 
the University of Arkansas, He also 
proposed enactment 
of a teachers/ 


minimum salary law. 


Adkins pledged efforts to improve 


functions of the state's eleemosynary 
and penal institutions, suggesting some 
legislation in that connection would 
be sought. He expressed a desire to 
increase old age pensions, explaining 
a committee was studying that 
lem for him. 


Predicting industrial expansion for 


the state, he called for cooperation 
with the Southern Governor's con- 
ference and a continued fight for low- 
er freight rates. The governor also 
asked cooperation with the state's con- 
gressional delegation in seeking hydro^ 
electric and flood control develop- 
ments in Arkansas. 


Pointing to vanishing cotton maj-s 


kets, he asked a "liberal appropria,r 
tion" for promotion of the state's live- 
stock industry.

Anyone can learn to bowl, although 


it usually takes years of experience 
to develop a bowler of champion- 
ship caliber. 


I started ol the age of 12, when 


I Was setting up pins in nn alley 
near my home, and started match 
bowling when I was 14. Anyone start- 
ing that young, however, should con- 
sult an instructor or alley proprie- 
tor, for it Is easy for u young kcg- 
ler to pick up bad bowling habibts 
which he will have trouble corcct- 
ing. 


A few instructions from a compe- 


tent tutor may mean years in a bow- 
ler's development. 


Hany young men develop into fine 


bowlers, but 1 believe that most men' 
reach their peak form at about 30 
or thereafter, and then begin to lose 
ome of their control. 


Bowling is a sport which can be 


enjoyed throughout life. Phil Wolfe 
won tl>e American Bowling Congress 
all-events championship at the age of 
CC, and I won it at 51, although most 
titlists have been somewhat younger. 


One of the most important things 


in bowling is mental altitude. Per- 
haps more than in any other sport, 
tension is fatal. You can't "put on 
the pressure." 


Remember that bowling is primar- 


ily a form of amusement, not a mut- 
ter of life and death. With that at- 
titude, you'll not only get more plea- 
sure out of bowling—you'll probably j 
roll better scores as well.

should possess a ball bored to his 
particular needs. 


If he feels he cannot own his own 


ball, he shun Id at least make an ef- 
fort to usu une which fits his hand 
and grip. 


Perhaps the most important thing is 


not to select a ball yourself. Men 
who have had long experience will 
be able to fit your needs much bet- 
ter than you can hope to. 


Some have slender hands and long 


fingers. Others have broad hands and 
stubby fingers. 


Fischer Switches From Two- 


lli.le Ball 


For many years I used a two-hole 


ball, until my middle finger began 
to show the strain. 1 switched to a 
three-hole ball without difficulty. 


There are no hard and fast rules 


to follow, but if your middle finger 
is not sufficiently strong, I would 
advise the use of the three-hole ball. 


There are three considerations which 


are important in selection—the span, 
si/.e of holes and pitch. 


Span must be correct to fit your 


hand, or it will be impossible to hold 
and deliver the ball easily. The holes 
must be of just the right size to 
allow the thumb and fingers to slip 
out freely at the moment of release 
without being too loose. 


Delivery Depends on Proper 


Pitch 


Pitch assumes 
importance at the 


moment of release. If the pitch is not 
sharp enough, the bowler may have 
a tendency^ to grip the ball too tight-, 
ly, holding on to it too long at the 
delivery. 


I use a ball with a 1-16 "in" pitch 


on the finger holes and a 1-1G 'out" 
pitch on the thumb hole. Most bowl-

Major Harris is familiar with this site 
and says that in his opinion it is the 
best in Hope. 


Funds for Armory construction have 


been coming from a one per cent tax 
levied in 1939 on "breaks" on horse 
racing. The racing meet is almost here 
and funds will be available to build an 
armory at Hope and one elsewhere, 
which I understand is to be at Ar- 
kadelphia, right away. In addition to 
this, since the Adjutant General of 
the Military Department has been 
taken into Federal service and paid

and we hope will also go into the 
armory building fund. 
If that con- 


tinues during the next year or two we 
ought to be able to get enough money 
to build a dozen more armories in Ar- 
kansas ,all of which are badly need- 
ed. Even with that number listed by 
the department as needed we stand at 
the head of the list as the next to be 
served, and all we have to do is to 
furnish a site and get the WPA to 
cooperate, a matter that won't be dif- 
ficult to do. 


Fred, I am sending a copy of this 


letter to the Chamber of Commerce 
and to the American Legion at Hope 
in order that those organizations might 
lend us a helping hand in getting thi.' 
tiling moving. I realize that the city 
might purchase another site but even 
then it would not be as desirable, and 
the city originally gave this site to the 
county to be used for the courthouse 
and since the court house covers only 
the east part I feel that the City Gov- 
ernment of Hope and the citizens of 
Hope would very much approce any 
action that the county might take in 
adding to the building of an armory 
on this proposition. As you know, be- 
ing a World War veteran yourself and 
familiar with the construction busi- 
ness, it will take a year to complete 
this armory, and if we can get started 
this spring it will be ready or almost 
ready for the boys when they come 
back from a year in training if the 
situation doesn't get to such a stage 
that they are required to remain in 
the service longer than the twelve 
month period.

Senate Scorns 
Calm Opening 


Opening of Con* 
gress, Dramatic 
But Flopperoo

WASHINGTON - The opening of 


Congress, ns n dramatic spectacle, or- 
dinarily is a flopperoo, a traditionally 
dull matter in which certain dull tra- 
ditions arc 
observed 
without any 


training for pomp. 


The House of Representatives meets, 


answers roll call, elects a Speiiker 
(Sam Rayburn of Texas this time), 
gets sworn in en masse (unless there 
is someone whose credentials are chal- 
lenged), appoints n commit tec of three 
to notify the President that Congress 
now is in session and ready to receive 
any communication he desires to pass 
along. 


The Senate meets, answers roll call, 


swears in the new members In blocs 
of four, appoints a committee of two 
to notify the President. 


The five committee members from 


the two houses meet in the cloakroom, 
shake hands around, perhaps have n 
cup of coffee and then go hack to their 
respective hulls to report that the 
President has been duly notified. (He 
hasn't of course, but Die custom is «

when the hoys had to take to horse 
and splash through the mud to the 
! White House, or else the President 
' might not have known for days but 
that the gentlemen were up on the 
Hill fighting a mass duel.) 


When the 77th Congress convened, 


the House ran off its routine on sched- 
ule, 
except for the big pnrade to the 


hopper where the members drop their 
proposed bills. Before the gavel fell, 
one hour nnd 56 minutes after con- 
vening, the boys in the House had 
poured approximately 1,000 bills and 
resolutions into the hopper. 


Over in the Senate, however, more 


than one of the members must have 
been bored with the lack of excite- 
ment on opening day. Or maybe it 
was because the spidcrwork of steel 
rafters recently installed to bolster 
the chamber 
roof 
lent 
an 
air of 


strangeness and unreality that had the 
gentlemen jumpy. At any rate, in the 
33 minutes that the Senate was in 
session plenty happened. 


In the first place, 74-year-old Sen. 


Hiram Johnson of California, re-elect- 
ed on an all-party ticket, let it be 
known that.ho would have none of 
this business of being escorted down 
the nisle by his state colleague to tnke 
the oath of office. One of the Sen- 
ate's oldest costums is that the in- 
coming senator shall be escorted to the 
Senate president's platform to take 
the oath. When Sen. Sheridan Dow- 
ney, California Democrat, stepped up 
to accompany Senator Johnson, the 
latter declined, and 
firmly. 
It \vas 


reported, how authentically I do not 
know, that the Senate veteran pro- 


j tested thfll ll wns a silly custom and 
' that he was perfectly cnpnble of walk- 
ing up the aisle nlohe. It was the 
fifth lime Senator Johnson had taken 
the trip, the first time he had tnken 
it alone. 


Custom went to pieces again when 


ex-Sen. William H. King, of Utah, 
kept his sent and calmly read the 
Congressional Record while his suc- 
cessor, Sen, Abe Murdock, was being 
sworn In. According to Senate rules, 
Senator King, being a former member, 
hns the privilege of being on the floor 
whenever he pleases, but capitol vet- 
erans said it was the first time in 
memory that any outgoing senator had 
kept his seal while his successor was 
being given the oath of office. 


The real dramatic climax of the 


tiny, however, came when Sen. Wil- 
liam Lunger, North Dakota, stood up 
to tnke the oath and Senator Bnrklcy, 
mnrqorlly lender, interposed: "There 
have been filed with the Senate nnd 1 
now have on my desk charges of var- 
ious sorts from citizens of North Da- 
kota objecting to administration of the, 
oath of office to the Sonntor-elcct, Mr. I 
Langer.
